The Belleville City Council agreed to

At Monday’s regular meeting, the council 
voted unanimously to close Fourth Street 
from Main Street to the alley during library 
construction from May 10 through the 
spring of 2020. 

This portion of Fourth Street will be used 
for construction traffic and the construction 
office trailer. The sidewalks will remain 
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open. 
Proposed construction parking is 
scheduled only on the portions of Roys and 
Charles streets that abut the construction 
zone. 
Matt Ratzow of O’Neal Construction 
explained that construction will begin the 
week of May 14 and a fence will be put

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Belleville Council hopes to make seawall decision at May 21 meeting

Building Official Rick Rutherford gave 
a report to the Belleville City Council on 
Monday concerning a bid recommendation 
for repair of the seawall next to Doane’s 
Landing Park. 

He was directed to get more information 
on the low bidder, to talk to the next-lowest 
bidder about his proposed cost-saving 
ideas, and bring the council a proposal on 
how to pay for the work at the council’s 
next meeting on May 21. 

Rutherford said he sent the three bids 
received by the city to the engineer who 
designed the replacement seawall to ask 
for his recommendation. 

C&R Lakeside Landscaping was the 
low bidder at $295,000 and it would use a 
barge to do the work, which McDowel & 
Associates engineer Dan Kaniarz said he 
thought was needed. 

But, Kaniarz said the address for them is 
CT Concepts with Chris Cole as president. 
Based on Manta and Buzzfile, it appears 
CT Concepts has two employees and has 
been in business for only six years, he said. 

“They may not have the experience 


VBT Board sets special work/study

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees will convene in a special work/ 
study session at 4 p.m. today (May 10) 
to consider proposed amendments to the 
Meeting Conduct Policy. 

No votes are scheduled at this meeting. 

If the proposed amendments are 
approved as proposed at a future meeting, 
the changes will include: 

e No public comment at work/study 
sessions in the future. The board holds 
work/study sessions at 4 p.m. on the 
Mondays before regular meetings on 
Tuesdays to discuss at length items that 
will on the regular agenda. Presently, the 
public is able to ask questions of and offer 
information to the board; 

e The ability to take official action at work/ 
study sessions. In the past the public could 
be assured no action would be taken at a 
work/study session except for a motion to 
go into closed-door session and to adjourn; 

e Addition of the item “Executive 
Summary of the Agenda” to the order of 
business at board meetings, just before the 
Adoption of Agenda; 

e Anyone using a tape recorder at a 
meeting would need to let everyone know 
they are being recorded; 

e Board members will not be allowed 
to speak more than two times on a given 
question -- three minutes the first time and 
three minutes the second time. A straw 


to do this type of work,” Kaniarz said. 
“You should question them about their 
experience and qualifications.” 

E.C. Korneffel was second-highest bidder 
at $339,000. Kaniarz said they have been 
in business for 68 years and are highly 
qualified. 

But, Kaniarz said, his experience with 
them is that they sometimes charge extras 
after they begin their work. 

“It appears they plan to reach over 
the condos with the crane to install the 
sheeting,” Kaniarz said. “You would need 
to confirm that this is their plan and that no 
damage would result to the condo units.” 

Finally, Todd’s Services came in third at 
$365,589. Kaniarz said their plan doesn’t 
conform to his design. “They say that 
longer sheeting would result in no deadmen 
required without calculations to verify this. 

“It would appear to me that drilling 
longer sheets would be very difficult in 
the clay soils at the site,” he said. “Based 
on the above, I would go with Korneffel, 
based on their experience. 

“If you can verify that C&R has the 
manpower and equipment to do the job, 
then you could award them with the

e Use of a board member’s name would be 
avoided using “the maker of the motion” or 
“the previous speaker.” When addressing 
other board members they would have to 
be addressed by title and/or last name, but 
not by first name; 

e Remarks must be confined to the merits 
of the pending question and no member 
may comment adversely on any prior act of 
the Board of Trustees that is not pending; 

e A courteous tone would have to be 
maintained and personal attacks would 
be strictly prohibited. These include, but 
are not limited to derogatory, denigrating, 
or accusatory language and allegations of 
criminal or civil wrongdoing. Critiques 
shall be make in a respectful manner; 

e Any board member will be able to ask for 
a Point of Order when another member’s 
remarks are considered not relevant to the 
pending question or a personal attack. In 
such cases, the majority shall make the 
determination. If deemed out of order, the 
speaking member will forfeit his or her 
remaining time to comment on the pending 
question; 

e A board member’s repeated refusal 
to adhere to the board meeting rules of 
decorum may be called out of order by 
the Supervisor. A vote of the majority of 
the board will determine if the rules of 
decorum have been violated. If it is deemed 
the rules have been violated, the board 


project,” Kaniarz concluded. 

Rutherford said CNR has a barge on 
the lake which would significantly reduce 
problems with the condos and shoreline. 

He said Korneffel had in their paperwork 
that they would have no responsibility for 
the condos. Rutherford said he believes it 
would be better to work from the lakeside. 

But, Rutherford said, he is intrigued 
by Korneffel’s reference to cost-saving 
thoughts, but he has not had the chance to 
reach out to them for details. 

“It’s important to exhaust all 
opportunities,” Rutherford said. 

He said he spoke to CNR and the 
company said it can provide a list of up to 
50 permitted jobs on Ford and Belleville 
lakes. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley asked how long 
the bids were good for and Rutherford said 
he believed it was 180 days. 

“We're six weeks in already,” Mayor 
Conley said, noting the bids were opened 
on April 2 and they are already a month 
out. 

There is $44,000 difference between the 
CNR and Korneffel bids, but Rutherford 
pointed out Korneffel is saying they are 


not covering things that CNR is covering 
in its bid. 

Rutherford said originally he thought the 
engineer’s recommendation could just be 
given to the council, but he has had second 
thoughts. 

Mayor Conley said the city has to get 
started on the seawall as soon as possible. 

She asked Rutherford to bring back a 
recommendation for a firm, a timeline, and 
funding, which could be from a loan, the 
fund balance, or Headlee. 

Rutherford said Korneffel is using 
pile hammers but says its not liable for 
anything. He said the condo homeowners 
are waiting to see who the city selects. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said 
State Representative Kristy Pagan and 
State Senator Hoon-Yung Hopgood have 
offered to help the city and the city sent 
them the documentation. 

City Manager Kollmeyer said if they were 
able to get the state to award the city some 
funds, the city could pay for the project and 
then be reimbursed. 

Randy Priest said that all the property 
owners along the seawall came before the 
Board of Review for tax relief.

will decide whether to impose a formal 
reprimand at the following meeting; 

e A board member shall not use their 
personal mobile devices to answer phone 
calls or send electronic communications, 
including text messages, while seated at 
the board table; 

e The audience has to behave and 
speak in a courteous, orderly, and non- 
offensive manner. Comments should be 
framed to provide a point of view, to 
provide information, or express a concern. 
Heckling or chiding is not permitted; 

e Audience members would not be 
allowed to carry on personal conversations, 
whistle, clap (other than during special 
ceremonies), yell, heckle, or interrupt a 
speaker; 

e If anyone fails to abide by the Board’s 
Meeting Conduct Policy, the presiding 
Sergeant at Arms shall “call to order” 
any persons failing to abide by the rules 
and could order the person to leave the 
meeting. “This subsection to be strictly 
enforced.” That distruptive person could 
be barred from attending future meetings; 

e Audience members may display signs 
only if they give advance notice to the 
secretary to the board and are not offensive 
or do not disturb or create a visual 
obstruction for other audience members. 

Other provisions of the 13-page policy 
may be discussed, as well. Members of the 
audience will not be allowed to speak until 
after the board discussion of the policy is 


concluded.

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VBT Police report possible identification 
of teenager killed by train

On Monday afternoon, Van Buren 
Township Public Safety Director Gregory 
Laurain put out a call to the public for help 
in identifying the victim of a pedestrian- 
train fatality occurring at about 8 a.m. 
Monday. 

By late Monday police had contact with 
the couple believed to be the victim’s 
parents, who said their daughter had an 
outfit of clothing like that police described. 

Director Laurain said the family did not 
go to make the identification on Monday 
and early Tuesday police were urging the 
family to make the official identification. 

Director Laurain said they believe the 
girl to be 13 years old, a resident of Van 
Buren Estates in VBT, and a student in the 
Lincoln Schools. 

According to information from interviews, 
the death was an apparent suicide, Director 
Laurain said. 

The location of the incident was on the 
railroad tracks between Martz and Bemis 
roads in Van Buren Township. These 
railroad tracks run along the backside of 
Van Buren Estates Manufactured Homes. 

The victim was described as female in 
the age range of 13-16-years old, having 
sandy brown medium-length hair and 
wearing grey sweat pants, red zipper

sweat jacket and grey t-shirt. No visible 
identifying marks or tattoos are located on 
the victim’s body. She was wearing a white 
ribbon around her right wrist. 

After the incident, the train stopped 
and the crossings on Bemis, east of 
Rawsonville, and Rawsonville, south of 
Bemis, were blocked for about seven hours 
while the investigation continued. 

This death was 12 days after a train killed 
a 15-year-old boy in the City of Belleville 
on the same track. 


Three die in Tuesday’s 
6-vehicle collision at

Just before 6 p.m. Tuesday, police report 
a six-vehicle collision at the intersection of 
Belleville and Ecorse roads in Van Buren 
Township.

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Luckey, Ohio, project: Excavation 
of contaminated soil starts 


The excavation of contaminated soil at 
the former Brush Beryllium site near the 
Village of Luckey, OH, began April 16, the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers said in a 
project update. 

The U.S. Ecology Wayne Disposal 
Facility, Belleville, received approval 
from the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality to receive the soils. 
Shipment is scheduled to begin in May. 

Arleen Kreusch, an outreach program 
specialist for the Corps, said the material 
is being stockpiled on-site until there 
is enough to start sorting it. There are 
an estimated 14,000 cubic yards of 
contaminated soil in the area of the first 
phase of the remediation project, she said. 

Kreusch said the excavation is starting 
slowly to ensure procedures such as 
contamination control and environmental / 
health monitoring are being followed. 

The Corps has contracted with Portage, 


clean-up project. 

The site is a former beryllium production 
facility the Atomic Energy Commission 
operated in the 1950s as part of the national 
defense program. 

The Corps has identified soils 
contaminated with beryllium, lead, 
radium-226, thorium-230, uranium-234 
and uranium-238 for removal. 

To prevent the spread of contamination 
during the soil clean-up phase, the Corps 
is implementing several precautions, 
including dust control to ensure the soil 
doesn’t become airborne. 

Also, an on-site weather station will be 
used to stop work as needed based on the 
conditions. 

Workers entering the area will be 
wearing protective clothing and personal 
breathing air monitors. When they exit, 
their protective clothing will be removed 
and disposed and they will shower on site.

up at Main Street, with flagmen present 
when trucks come into the site from Main. 
He said there will be two-way traffic in 
the alley from Third Street to the present 
library site and parking barriers will be 
taken down to allow handicapped parking 
next to the present library. 

The construction fence will be taken 
down for the Belleville Area Museum’s 
planned Rosie the Riveter event from 5 to 9 
p.m. on June 9. A convoy of 10-15 vehicles 
from the Yankee Air Museum is scheduled, 
along with musical acts for the fund raiser. 
The fence will be put back in place after 
this event. 

Ratzow also said they would shut down 
construction activities for Strawberry 
Festival, as requested by the community. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said 
that the Bayou Grill has not committed 
to its usual auto show on Main Street for 
each Monday during the summer, but she 
believes they will decide to do it because of 
the pressure from the auto show supporters. 

The council also unanimously approved 
partial vacation of Fourth Street, from 
Charles Street to the alley, for the library 
site, along with two quit claim deeds to 
deed the city parking lot site to the library 
and deed the large area for the future 
parking lot to the city and library for joint 
ownership. Each quit claim deed land 
transfer was for the token cost of $1. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Accepted with gratitude the Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts’ gift of the 
Hands Held High sculpture that has spent 
the last year next to the Gateway sign near 
the bridge. BACA purchased the sign and 
asked the council to decide where it wanted 
it placed. Suggestions were: Horizon Park, 
Fourth Street Square near the front arch, 
and in the Five Points traffic island. After 
discussion, the council chose Horizon Park 
for the sculpture’s relocation, noting there 
is plenty of room at the park for a leased 
sculpture, as well; 

e Voiced concerns that the new website 
still isn’t up and functioning after eight 
months. “I’m shocked it’s taking so 
long,” said Council Jesse Marcotte. “I’m 
disappointed ... and we still don’t have a 


hard deadline ... still talking about photos 
eight months later ... We have no assurance 
they’ ll be done next month.” City Manager 
Kollmeyer said they chose the cheapest 
option with a firm out of state and the only 
communication is by email and phone. “It 
was not the best idea,” she agreed. Kris 
Rix has been helping with photos for the 
website; 

e Approved accounts payable of

be routinely surveyed for contamination 
and there will be air sampling in and 
around the excavation areas during work 
and continuously around the perimeter of 
the site. The sampling will monitor for 
beryllium, lead and radionuclides. 

She said the air monitors are pre-set to 
activate at levels below what are considered 
to be a problem, allowing the excavation 
work to stop and a cause for the alarm to 
be found. 

Materials that are being transported 
for disposal will be bagged and loaded 
into intermodal containers. Vehicles 
transporting the soils and other equipment 
will be inspected prior to leaving. A tarp 
will also be placed over the containers. 

The Corps said it would be surveying 
the soil transportation vehicles and other 
equipment prior to them leaving the site 
to ensure that they are not inadvertently 
carrying contamination off site. 

Each driver will be briefed on the 
transportation route, speed limits, and 
procedures to be followed at the disposal 
facility before the truck leaves the site. 

The Corps announced in November that 
contaminated soils from the site won’t be 
disposed at the nearby Evergreen landfill in 
Northwood, but in Belleville, MI. 

The initial stages of the clean-up have 
focused on lagoons along the  site’s 
southern boundary. From there, crews will 
work on trenches north of the lagoons.

down docket so judges 
can honor Judge Szlinis

She said any cases that weren’t ready to be 
handled by that time could come back at 1 
p.m. to continue. 

The original plan was for Judge Michael 
Callahan to fill in for Judge Green that 
morning, but Judge Callahan reportedly was 
stuck in a jury trial. 

Judge Szlinis’ daughter, Marianne Szlinis, 
serves as the court clerk for Judge David 
Parrott in her father’s former courtroom. 

Shauna Simone Taylor 

Shauna Simone Taylor, 37, who was being 
held in the Wayne County Jail on bond of 
$50,000/10%, waived her preliminary exam 
before Judge Green on a charge of first- 
degree retail fraud in VBT on April 1. 

She pled guilty to the charge in circuit court 
on April 26 and will be sentenced May 14. 

Aaron Wayne Pauling 

Aaron Wayne Pauling, 32, on April 18 
waived his preliminary exam on charges 
of assault to do great bodily harm less than 
murder, aggravated domestic violence, and 
domestic violence in Van Buren Township 
on April 8.
